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The coin market. Let us analyze some of the bidding at the 178th 
sale held July 22. We notice for several years now increased activity 
in the bidding for ancient coins. The bid book is well-filled on every 
item. The 93 lots averaged about $5 each, which is moderate cost for 
coins in so interesting a field of numismatics. 


Foreign silver crowns have always been popular, especially abroad, 
where ancient coins also have been collected by all. The bidding is in- 
creasingly active on crowns, with most selling around $2 to $5 each, 
scarce or rare pieces bringing $6 to $10, with one bringing $17.50, 
a Mexican 8 reales of 1824 with hook-necked eagle, a choice semi- 
proof. 


The market is active and the demand strong for colonial coins when 
fine or choice, silver dollars before 1873, early and fine half-cents and 
choice large cents of early or rare dates, and pattern coins. Paper money 
of all kinds is in good demand, the supply too small to supply all wants. 
A large group of fine historical medals in last sale averaged about $2.50 
each. Considerable interest entered into the bidding on Hard Times 
Tokens, an important collection having been sold in the last sale, at 
good prices. Low 1 brought $16.50, Low 6 sold at $14, Low 11 at $16, 
Low 14 at $13.25, Low 61 at $18.25, Low 72 at $23. Proof coins often 
bring full catalogue or more in some cases, and commemorative half- 
dollars are selling a little higher, with dealers offering good prices for 
stock. 


A 33 1/3% better chance on bidding! One day | was doing some 
figuring. | discovered that the bidder who mails his bid sheet a week 
after receipt of catalogue, increases his chance of success by one third, 
simply because of this promptness. About 33 1/3% of the lots in the 
sale are sold at exactly the highest bid where there are several top 
bids the same. In such cases, the first bid entered of the high bids gets 
the lot. 


The “milled edge.” More correctly this should be ““reeded edge” as 
used in describing the rare variety of 1836 half-dollar. The more com- 
mon variety is the “lettered edge.” Strictly speaking, the edge means 
the curved narrow outer rim of the coin, or the sharp edge where the 
rim and the borders or margin of the coin meet. We speak of “’border- 
milling” when we refer to the flat surface of the coin, and the edge is 
the curved rim. Thus, there should be no confusion. Milled edge and 
milled borders are two different things. 


A correction. In my new book recently published on the early silver 
dollars, | have discovered one wrong illustration, Plate IX, reverse B.
